tion of this part of thecountry both there should 
be mentioned, the“monatain track being fairly 
good for carts on the south-east or ascending 
but impassable on the north-wastarn slope owing 
to thé broaking and sinking of the limestone in 
many places, In travelling: with carts much 
time and labour may be saved by taking the road 
which rans along the river side. 

Loaving Chi Ming Yi wo mado a gradual as- 
cont by following ths road which led over the 
mountains, and on reaching a ‘lofty plateau had 
6 most glorious and extonsive view of scow- 
covsred mountain rangea stretching away in the 
distance all around, intersected by tho valle 
along which we had come.
